In size and plumpness the 
grain leaves nothing to be desired, but in 
color it is not equal to Manitoba+ hard. 
There is no trace of frost on the grain, 
but a mixture of varieties including some 
soit wheats are as hitherto the chief draw- 
backs. Fifty to fifty-three cents is the 
price paid for good wheat. 

A MEETING of the Agricultural Society 
was held last night at which J.R. Turnbull, 
Mr. Hutton and M. McCauley were ap- 
pointed a committee to draft an address 
to Lord Aberdeen on his visit to Edmonton.

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EARLY CLOSING. 

A petition is being circulated among 

the 


council to pass a by-law compelling the 


merchants of town asking the 


closing of stores at seven o'clock during 
the coming winter. At the last session 
of the Northwest assembly an ordinance 
was passed empowering town councils 
on petition of a certain proportion of 
the business men of the place to pass 
such a by-law. The principle of the 
ordinance is that where the business 
interests of a towndo not require the 
keeping open of stores to a late hour 
it shall be taken out of the power of 
one or two merchants to practically 
compel all others to keep open. The 
responsibility of deciding as to the 
desirability of early closing is left with 
the council of the town itself, which 
must decide on the merits of the case 
as it affects that particular town. Situ- 
ated as Edmonton is, the Butietin be- 
lieves that it would be a serious detri- 
ment to business to compel the early 
closing of stores during the winter 
months. This is a matter that goes 
very far beyond the question of the 
convenience of the persons employed 
It affects the 
town as a whole and would necessarily 


in the several stores. 


have a most important influence. on its 
welfare. The position of affairs is very 
different in regard to the transaction of 
business in the winter from what it is 
in the summer. This is a town which 
has a good many strings to its business 
bow and to those branches of business 
which are transacted chiefly in the 
summer time early closing makes no 
very great difference. But in that 
branch which is the principal business 
of winter, namely the delivery of pro- 
duce, early closing would make all 
the difference in the world. In the 
winter the days are short and the roads 
may be bad so that the farmer who 
comes to town with a heavy load may 
be a much longer time in reaching here 
than he calculated at the start and can- 
not get his load delivered before the 
hour for closing. He is thereby de- 
bared from making his purchases. 
This would mean a good deal to the 
farmer. 
take chances in the matter and would 
make it a point to do his business at 
some other place where people were 
more anxious to do business. In the 
case of grain being delivered at the 
railway station during the winter it 
would simply be commercial suicide 
for the business people of the town of 
Edmonton to refuse to keep open toa 
late hour. If the stores of Edmonten 
depended chiefly upon the residents of 
the town for their support they might 
close at any hour they chose and little 
harm But it is the 
outside trade upon which Edmonton 
business chiefly depends and to secure 
a continually widening scope of which 
is the great object of its business men. 
To deliberately cut off a most import- 
ant part of that trade by refusing to do 
o'clock in the 
winter months would be a strange pro 
ceeding indeed on the part of a place 
with the opportunities the ambitions 


would be done.

EDMONTON EXHIBITION. 

The annual exhibition of the Edmonton 
agricultural society opened on Tuesday 
with very unfavorable weather. Early in 
the morning the clouds looked threatening 
and towards eleven o’clock a disagreeable 
sleet began to fall. At noon the sky looked 
more hopeful; but in the afternoon it again 
clouded in. Fortunately this did not deter 
exhibitors from bringing in their show of 
articles for competition andit was fully three 
o'clock before the secretary bad finished 
making entries. The exhibits were good, 
and the entries numbered over 1,009, an 
increase over any previous year. 

In the lower room of the fire hall were 
displayed the vegetables, grain and grasses, 
and a very creditable display they were too. 
Count De Cazes of the Stony Plain Indian 
agency had a collection which was an ex- 
hibition in itself. Over eighty different 
varieties of vegetables and herbs were 
enumerated in it. The idea that field beans 
could not be well raised in this locality was 
dispelled by his exhibiting excellent samples 
of the Bees wax, Early China, Early Yellow 
and Early Mohawk varietes. He had eleven 
varieties of cabbages some of which were 
very large. Three of the largest weighed 
collectively 128 Ibs. Two tubs containing 
green and Egyptian kale graced the centre 
of the collection and with their curly 
leaves, looked like tropical trees more than 
vegetables. Five distinct varieties of to- 
matoes were exhibited all of which were 
good specimens and fully ripened. In this 
collection were lemon and nutmeg melons, 
Winter melons, Colorado citrons, four 
varieties of carrots, cauliflower, celery, 
corn, early mammoth and Manitoba ; cress, 
chives, salsify, spinach, sage, sweet mar. 
jorum, tobacco, hemp, mushrooms, cherval, 
lettuce, cucumbers, asparagus, horse radish, 
and all the other more common varieties 
of garden stuff grown in the district. 

Mr. Mortimer had another tine collection 
in which were some large squash and cucum- 
bers, some excellent carrots and beets, also 
radishes, celery, cauliflower, persnips, 
turnips, etc. This collection was not enter- 
ed for competition ; but for exhibition only. 


Donald Ross had a collection which dis- 
played the large English beans on the stalk 
and showed how prolific they must have 
been. In his collection were onions, celery, 


citrens, peas etc. 

The vegetables were a display 
throughout. There” were = pons 
measuring 41 inches and swede turnips 
measuring 33 inches around, mangolds 23 
inches in length, celery 31 inches high, 
potatoes 10 imches long, onions yellow,
